During  this  r^ort  period  (flata  fran  and  additional  4,543  collection 
forms,  representing  116,698  specinens,  were  entered  into  the  coiputer. 

Development  continued  on  the  seven  separate  geographic  files, 
incorporating  (fata  for  Mexico  and  Central  America,  South  Aiterica,  the 
Caribbean  Region  and  Eastern  Africa.  The  file  for  Mexico  and  Central  Annerica 
was  ma<3e  current  with  the  entry  of  collection  (fata  for  the  final  country, 
Mexico.  Biphasis  switched  from  Central  America  to  entering  collection 
infornetion  into  the  ^tabase  for  South  American  countries. 

In  addition,  the  size  C3f  the  world  map  col  lection  was  increased  through 
acquisition  to  over  11,300  maps.

During  this  r^ort  period  an  additional  3,173  collection  records, 
representing  rou^y  126,000  specimens,  were  entered  into  the  (fatabase.  Of 
this  total,  1,860  collections  and  74,000  specimens  were  processed  during  the 
last  four  month  period  after  the  addition  of  a  second  staff  member. 

The  (ievelopnent  of  separate  geographic  files  continued  with  tlie  addition 
of  an  Eastern  Africa  file  and  the  near  completion  of  (fata  entry  for  the 
Central  America  file.  A  total  of  7  files  were  initiated  thus  far, 
incorporating  (fata  for  Central  America,  South  America,  the  Caribbean  Region 
and  Eastern  Africa.

Input  of  the  1,939  cx)llection  records  pertaining  to  the  Alhimanus  Section 
of  the  subgenus  Nvssorhvnchus  of  ArK3PheIes  and  all  associated  species  was 
ccaxpleted.  Also,  about  1,100  specimens  and  540  collection  forms,  of  the  project 
Mosquitoes  of  Middle  America  (M3MA) ,  for  Panama  and  Colombia,  respectively,  were 
entered  into  the  database.  Six  s^xirate  files  were  established,  based  on 
geographic  groupings,  for  the  countries  of  Middle  and  South  America. 

MIMP  acquired,  throu^  the  transfer  of  the  MCMA  collecton  frcm  UCLA  to  the 
Smithsonian,  about  5,000  topografhic  maps  and  11,400  collection  forms. 

A  manuscript  was  coipleted  that  describes  MIMP,  its  objectives, 
capabilities,  and  limitations.
